ORDER 

New Delhi, the 23rd January, 1982 

S.O. 46(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 18G and Section 25 of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act. 1951 (65 of 1951), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following Order further to emend the Cement 
Control Order, 1967, namely :— 

1. (1) This Older may be called the Cement Control (Amend¬ 
ment) Order, 1982. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of it* publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Cement Control Order, ,1967 (hereinafter referred 
to as the said Order), in clause 2, sub-clause (c) shall be re¬ 
numbered as sufaclause (cc) and before sub-clause (cc) as so 
re-numbered, the following sub-clause shall be inserted, 
namely ;— 

“(c) ‘mini cement plant 1 means a cement plant consisting 
of one or more kilns and having a total installed 
capacity of not exceeding 200 tonnes per day or 
66,000 tonnes per annum but does not mean—i 

(i) a cement plant owned by a company which i 9 re¬ 
gistered or is registrable under section 26 of the 
Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 
1969 (54 of 1969) or to which section 29 of the 
Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1973 (46 of 
1973) is applicable; 

(11) a cement plant manufacturing white cement or other 
varieties of cement, the price of which is not con¬ 
trolled by the Cement Control Order, 1967; 

(ili) a cement plant manufacturing cement commonly 
known as — 

(a) “sagol” obtained by heating limestone and burnt 
coal and 

(b) “asmoh” obtained by fine grinding of paddy husk 
ash and hydrated lime with an additive.”. 

3. In the said Order, to clause 3 the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to cement 
produced in a mini cement plant”. 

4. In the said Order, in clause 8 the existing Explanation 
shall be numbered as Explanation (i) and after the Explana¬ 
tion (i) as so re-numbered, the following shall be Inserted, 
namely;— 

(ii) For the purposes of this clause, the expression 
"excise duty paid thereon”, will include any exemp¬ 
tion of or rebate In excise duty granted by the Cen¬ 
tral Government to the cement manufactured in a 
mini cement plant." 

5. In the said Order, In clause 9 for the existing provisos, 
the following provisos shall bo inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that the expenditure incurred by the producer, 
other than a producer who manufacture* cement In 
a mini cement plant, on freight by the cheapest mode 
of transport or where any other mode of transport 
has been specified by the Central Government under 
clause 4, by such mode of transport in respect of 
such transactions shall be reimbursed to the producer 
by the Controller from out of the Cement Regulation 
Account referred to In clause 11 : 

Provided further that in the case of a mini cement plant- 
freight reimbursement will bp calculated at the rate 
fixed by Central Government Irrespective of the ex¬ 
penditure incurred by the producer on freight."
